a lice, about one hundred feet loug. three croesea, a ditch acoop, and a 
pole about eight feet loug. The beat spado for this use i-^ the regulation 
ditching spade the blade of which is atxjut five inches wid.; and fourteen 
inches long. With th -i y tan cut mor-j dirt thau with any other spade, 
for being narrow it alidea iuto the earth easier and being loug it goes 
dMDtr. And usually you can move out f<jur of these spade fulls while 
yooua laoriag thxaa of the othara. The ahovel that is beet for this pur 
poae ia tha ahoct haiBt. rouBd-poialad ahotral, aumber XXXX. This six 
Sd shovel holdaabool •§ much dirt aa« mmi wiahaa to handle ten hours at 
a stretch. The round point allows it to entar the earth mofa freely than 
the square pointed i-hovel. Usually a cotton cord about thesize of a mat^ 
is used. The crosses are made from two pieces of two by four, about aa 
an feet in length. These are nailed together about f-jurt<-eu inches from 
one end by one nail, so they can slide freely by each other like scissors. 
The ditch scoop is used w"hen you intend to put til-- in the ditch. It is 
aa inatrument shaped like a quarter tile and about uue foot long with a 
long handle placed ia tha oaater. 

Equipped with thaaa toola you are ready to enter the field lu which 
the surveyor haa atakad off tha oourae of the ditch. Beginning at the 
mouth of the ditch, you draw your line along the atakea for one hundred 
fett, but do not fasten your string to the surveyor's atakaa, but atidt your 
stakes ttbinit four inches away from those already there. Then with your 
spiiile yon op. n the ditch, this you make various widths according to the 
depth v-.u iiuiht ^(o. Hut do not make the mistake commonly mad.- by 
making your ditch too wide. L uder no conditions should you make a 
aoounoa field ditch more than twenty inches wide, and only when you ha\e 
to go more than four feet deep "should you make it as wide as that. 
Uaually sixteen to eighteen ia^aa ia wide enough. Keep with your Hue 
on one side and your diteh tha aaaM width. After gohig orar this onoe 
with the spade, if you ara a daan apadar, you had batter apada it again 
before removing the loose dirt. Thua with spade and shoval yiM laoove 
all the dirt within a foot or sixteen inches of the right depth. Than you 
must stretch your line overh.-ad. Thih is done by use of the croaaea. 
Msaaure off seven feet on your pole and make a large notoh. If your plan 



calls for four iaal at the first stake, then you place your striag thraa feet 
above the top of tha small stake, level with the lop of tha giooad. Toa 

w ill lin.l these stakes every fifty feet alodg the ditch. At aa^ ilaka put a 
cro^s iiml placing it altove the stiike equal to the difference balweaa the 
reft. ling on tie- plan f.>r that stake and ssven feet Then you must rtretch 
your line tight in these crosses. Then with jKjle at hao.l, you spade the 
dirt out, leaving about three inches more to remove. After remoring all 
loose dirt with your shovel, you remove the remainder of the earth with 
the seoop, keeping the bottom Just seven feet from the line abc\-e. Now 
you ai« ready for the tile. After these have been placed in aad tba ends 
well jloined together, you begin tha illiag.
